1. The amendment A filed 9/3/02 has been entered. Claims 1-25 are pending in 
this Office action.

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Heergard et 
al (U.S. Pat. 5,790,570) fail to disclose or suggest a transmitter system in a digital 
communication system comprising: varying treatment of data relating to coordinating 
access to the transmission medium and data not relating to coordinating access; and a 
control system that allocates transmission time between outputs of the first encoder 
and the second encoder.
